CHRONIC allotment shortages 
could soon be at an end thanks to a 
plan for the biggest expansion 
since the Second World War. 

Earlier this year Yourcanterbury reported a 
five-year wait for a plot in the coastal towns, 
with 1,000 people on waiting lists in the dis¬ 
trict. 

But the council’s first ever allotment strate¬ 
gy could end this problem, with more than 150 
new plots planned for 2011. With about 750 
plots in the area currently this would increase 
the amount of allotments by 20 per cent. 

Ian Cameron-Fleming, who co-drafted the 
report, said: “There is a huge demand for allot¬ 
ments nationally. On a local level, we do need 
to find quite a lot more allotment land. 

‘We are looking for new sites and we are 
working hard to make sure this is done as soon 
as possible. 

We do already have options in Canterbury, 
Whitstable and Heme Bay. We are confident 
we will reach these outcomes.” 

The strategy also outlines plans for encour¬ 
aging bio-diversity on allotment sites, provi¬ 
sion for green waste recycling and composting 
and a plan to allow allotment holders with 
heritage crops to become involved with the 
Millennium seed bank in Kew. 

This is only the first draft of the allotment 
strategy and Mr Cameron-Fleming has said 
targets are only provisional, but the idea has 
been welcomed by the Green Party. 

Geoff Meaden, chair of the Canterbury 
Green Party, said: “This is a brilliant idea.

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Global flavour 
as university 
opens doors

CANTERBURY welcomed 
a new educational campus 
on Saturday as The 
American University was 
formally opened. 

A ribbon was cut by the President 
of the Turkish Republic of Northern 
Cyprus Mehmet Ali Talat, his repre¬ 
sentative in London and the Turkish 
Ambassador to the UK at the event 
which was also attended by the Lord 
Mayor of Canterbury, Dr Harry 
Cragg. 

The university, founded in 1985 
with the motto Live Through 
Learning, has its main campus in 
Girne, Cyprus, and another in 
Singapore. 

It also jointly runs centres in India, 
Sri Lanka, Kazakhstan and South 
Dakota and Virginia in the USA. 

The new centre is currently under 
evaluation from the British educa¬ 
tional authorities, but staff are confi¬ 
dents its courses and disciplines will 
be accepted from next month. 

At present the faculty is mainly 
taking in students from Cyprus, but 
a ratification from the educational 
establishment would allow the cen¬ 
tre to run valid degree courses open 
to all. 

President Talat said he was proud 
that members of the Turkish Cypriot 
community had set up a branch of 
their university in Canterbury. 

He said: “Canterbury is a true uni¬ 
versity town and it is famous 
throughout the world. I am sure that 
this collaboration will be beneficial 
both for the university and the city. 

“It is a way of broadening the hori¬ 
zons both of the students who will 
attend courses here and the people 
in the city who will work alongside.”

the President’s words as he called for 
greater understanding and friend¬ 
ship between the Greek and Turkish 
parts of Cyprus. 

Members of staff at both 
University of Kent and Christchurch 
University welcomed the university. 

Cllr Cragg said: “We have a great 
tradition of welcoming students to 
Canterbury and this will further 
improve our international relations.” 

Dr Shel Hulac, Director of 
International Operations for the uni¬ 
versity, said it was the strength and 
efficiency of the UK’s communica¬ 
tion’s networks which led to the 
choice of Britain as a centre. 

The university will specialise in all 
aspects of business studies and any¬ 
one can apply to become a student. 

Dr Hulac said: “We are called the 
American University because we 
model our educational techniques on 
those of the USA and respect the 
openness of opportunity offered 
under that system.”

Council denies trying 
to manipulate figures 

THE council has denied it was seek¬ 
ing to fiddle its disability figures in a 
report on whether targets had been 
met. 

The Scrutiny Sub Committee report 
seemed to imply that, as the percent¬ 
age of disabled people working in the 
council was less than in the general 
population, the council would try to 
get more employees to register them¬ 
selves as disabled. 

It said: “3.6 per cent of the district 
were registered as disabled, however 
only 2.22 per cent of council employ¬ 
ees were disabled. 

“It was not possible to positively dis¬ 
criminate against those that were dis¬ 
abled. More work would be carried 
out on identifying those staff that had 
not declared that they had a disabili¬ 
ty.” 

But a council spokesman denied 
this was council policy, and said the 
council was only trying to identify 
people who are disabled, but may not 
have declared themselves as such. 

He said such employees might be 
inadvertently disadvantaged by the 
council if it did not know they were 
disabled, and that the council was 
simply trying to make sure they have 
all the help they need. 

Teenage crash victim 
'stable' in hospital 

A TEENAGER who was fighting for 
her life after being hit by a car is now 
in a stable condition. 

The 16-year-old girl was walking 
near the junction between Sturry 
Road and Starle Close when she was 
hit by a car driven by a young 
Canterbury man. 

The 24-year-old, who was not 
injured, was driving a red Rover 
which hit the girl at 8.20pm on 
Tuesday, December 1. 

The victim was taken to the Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother Hospital 
with serious head and back injuries. 

The Sturry Road was closed until 
lam on Wednesday, December 1 to 
allow the police’s Serious Collision 
Investigation Unit to inspect the 
scene.

Jury failed to 
reach a verdict

A JURY has failed to agree whether 
Afghan war veteran Sergeant 
Andrew Johnston broke an ama¬ 
teur boxer’s leg in a brawl. 

Sgt Johnston had just returned from a gru¬ 
elling tour in Helmand province with the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders when he went 
drinking in Canterbury. 

But he was charged with inflicting grievous 
bodily harm on Darren Levitt who still can’t 
walk properly following the injuries he sus¬ 
tained on December 4 last year. 

Sgt Johnston, 29, denied the charge at 
Canterbury Crown Court. 

He told the jury he had been drinking with 
Private Peter McQuade when two men brushed 
past them in the underpass and insults were 
exchanged. 

The NCO, now responsible for discipline in 
his battalion, turned to confront Mr Levitt, who 
had been drinking with his student brother 
Matthew. 

The boxer aimed a punch at him but Johnson 
sidestepped and landed a blow on his chin. 


It was then McQuade, 26, got involved, 
punching Mr Levitt and then jumping on his 
right leg. 

Ian Foinette, prosecuting, said: “Mr Levitt 
went to the ground with appalling injuries. Mr 
McQuade was seen jumping on his leg. Bone 
was sticking out and his toes were facing in the 
wrong direction. Subsequently a rod was put 
into his leg which will be with him for life. 

“Matthew remembers seeing the men smash¬ 
ing his head against a wall. He saw both men 
punching him. 

“Then he heard one say You don’t f**k with 
squaddies pal!”’ 

Sgt Johnston told the court as soon as he saw 
what was happening he dragged McQuade off 
the semi-conscious boxer. 

Badly injured Mr Levitt was crying in pain 
but McQuade kept stamping on him. 


Johnson said: “I told him to get off. I grabbed 
him again. The boy was screaming in pain. The 
only time I hit him was when I thought he was 
going to hit me. I did not inflict any of the 
injuries to his leg.” 

Sgt Johnston and McQuade fought together 
in Afghanistan where the battalion took sever¬ 
al casualties. 

The father of three has also served in Iraq, 
Kosovo and Northern Ireland and was 
described as being calm under fire. 

McQuade has admitted grievous bodily 
harm. 

The battalion was due to get the freedom of 
the City of Canterbury two days after the 
assault. 

The jury took nearly nine hours before decid¬ 
ing it could not give a verdict. 

A fresh trial has been ordered for February. 


Raupine family to 
identify the body 

THE family of the woman found stran¬ 
gled to death in a Wincheap bedsit two 
weeks ago are expected to fly in from 
Lithuanian this week. 

The body of Loreta Raupiene was 
found hours after her former boyfriend 
Tomas Uptus was shot by police at the 
Morrisons supermarket in Wincheap on 
November 27. 

They had lived together in the 
Ambassador Guest House in Victoria 
Road. 

But police have not confirmed that Ms 
Raupiene is the dead woman and have 
waited for formal identification from the 
family who they have arranged to fly to 
Britain. 

Uptas, 34, also from Lithuania 
appeared before Canterbury magis¬ 
trates last week. 

The accused appeared with his right 
arm in a sling, the result of a shooting 
incident at Morrisons, Wincheap store. 

He is accused of murder and with pos¬ 
session of fake firearm. He will appear at 
Maidstone Crown Court on December 21. 

Police hunt pole- 
wielding robbers 

POLE-brandishing robbers stole thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of jewellery from 
a Whitstable shop last week. 

Two men with hidden faces went into 
Sundin Jewellers on the High Street at 
4.45pm on Friday and threatened staff 
with their makeshift weapons. 

They forced workers to hand over a 
large amount of jewellery before making 
their getaway in a red Toyota Carina car. 

The car was later found abandoned and 
on fire at Lamberhurst Farm in Dargate. 
Anyone with information can call 01843 
222 089 or anonymously on 0800 555 111. 


Six arrested after 
car vandalism 

SIX people have been arrested on 
suspicion of criminal damage and 
possessing offensive weapons. 

Three men and three women 
from London and Canterbury, all in 
their late teens and early twenties, 
were arrested after a car’s windows 
were smashed and tyres were 
slashed in Old Park Court near the 
Sturry Road on Sunday night. 

Police are investigating a possi¬ 
ble link with a bottle attack on a 
man the previous night. A man, 
aged 20, is due before magistrates 
on Tuesday, January 12. 

Luke Brocklebank and Andrew 
Wilbey were stabbed in the area 
earlier in the year.

Serine questions 
the homeless head 
count in Canterbury 


HOMELESS charities in the city 
have clashed over the actual number 
of rough sleepers. 

Homelessness charity Porchlight 
conducted a head count of rough 
sleepers in the area and said it 
found just three people living on the 
streets and evidence of four more. 

Yet Terry Gore, who works for the 
Serine Foundation, another charity 
to help the homeless disagrees say¬ 
ing the total is higher - and appears 
to be rising. It conducted its last 
rough sleeper count in October. 

He said: 'We did an unofficial 
count and found nine rough sleepers 
and three people staying in a squat. 

We have had the official count and 
now Canterbury police want to do 
another because they are finding 
large numbers of rough sleepers c.” 

Mr Gore says in the one week in 
which the Serine’s day centre has 
been reopened, 10 people he knows 
live on the streets permanently, 
have visited as well as more who 
sleep rough some of the time. 

He said: “I would say, as a rough

estimate, there are 25 to 30 people 
sleeping rough in and around 
Canterbury, at least. And it could 
quite possibly be more.” 

Dennis Evans, Serine’s vice chair¬ 
man to the board of trustees, said he 
has anecdotal evidence of 20 people 
sleeping on or near the Wincheap 
industrial estate. 

Mr Gore, who slept rough in 
London for four years, says part of the 
reason there is a discrepancy in fig¬ 
ures is because of criteria governing 
who can officially be counted is strict. 

For example someone who is sit¬ 
ting up rather than lying down can¬ 
not be counted, which may be why 
government statistics only count 464 
people sleeping rough in England.

Plan to cut carbon 

emissions on hold

A PLAN to slash council carbon 
emissions has been buried, accord¬ 
ing to opposition members. 

Councillor Nick Eden-Green proposed the 
council signs up to the 10:10 initiative, where 
signatories pledge to cut their emissions by 10 
per cent during 2010, at a meeting on 
November 26. 

Two days earlier shadow chancellor George 
Osbourne said if the Conservative Party won 
the general election, it would apply the 10:10 
plan to all central government departments. 

Liberal Democrat leader Alex Perkins said: 
‘We bought this forward assuming it would 
not be controversial, only to find instruction 
had been given that it be buried. 

“As the Conservatives announced this was 
their national policy we couldn’t imagine why 
it couldn’t just be agreed. 

“We are beyond disappointed at this. We are 
gutted, we are devastated.” 

Almost 50,000 individuals, hundreds of 
schools, organisations and businesses have 
already agreed to make the cuts. 

The motion could have been debated during 
the meeting, but a decision has delayed as the 
idea has been referred for a report. 

The plan will now have to go through a num¬ 
ber of committees and the decision could only 
be made in January or February. 


Councillor Eden-Green suggested the meas¬ 
ures could save a significant amount of money. 

He said: “More than 80 councils in England 
have already signed up and I had hoped 
Canterbury would join them. 

“Now it will be a month or so before this hits 
the light of day, by which time we will be well 
into 2010 and the council will have lost the ini¬ 
tiative. With rising energy costs, surely it 
would be better for the council to save money 
on its fuel bills than to close museums and 
public lavatories?” 

But the council’s leader John Gilbey has said 
the plan may be unfeasible. 


He said: “I don’t know much about this idea. 
To be honest I’m not sure that is even possible. 

We are cutting our carbon footprint all the 
time, so whether we can say whether we will 
do it exactly during 2010 I don’t know until I 
see the report that comes from the officers. 

We like to know what we are agreeing to. 
We are not delaying, we just want to get the 
report that we need to tell us what is involved, 
what the costs are and then we will make the 
decision. 

I have got nothing against it in principle. 
Our environment policy will come out immi¬ 
nently and that will have specific targets.”

Mentally-fll man 
evicted from his 
home of 16 years 


A MENTALLY-ill man has been 
evicted from his home despite 
having a heart attack just three 
weeks before. 

Clive Rundle, a paranoid schizophrenic 
with a number of health problems, had been 
living in his privately-rented flat at Pardoner 
Close in Canterbury for more than 16 years. 

But after being sectioned and taken into 
hospital on a number of occasions, sometimes 
for up to a year at a time, he was unable to 
keep up with his rent. 

The 44 year old said he was evicted 
because he would not allow workmen into his 
flat to replace his window frames. 

Mr Rundle said: “I’m affected mentally and 
physically with my health at the moment by 
all this. 

“I ended up accumulating arrears when I 
was in hospital, and they wouldn’t let me leave 
the ward to sort out my housing benefits. 

“I’ve fallen out of the system. They couldn’t 
care a monkey’s nuts about me.” 

And Mr Rundle has said he was only given 
20 minutes to come back and pick up his 
belongings. 

He said: “There is thousands of pounds 
worth of gear in there. 

“I hoarded all sorts of stuff over the years. 
It is part of my illness my doctors said. I was

told that if I didn’t get out and hand the keys 
back within 20 minutes the police would be 
called out.” 

Mr Rundle is temporarily living with his 
brother Geoff in Canterbury. Geoff Rundle 
said: “His rights have been breached. 
Something needs to be said. He is paranoid 
and he couldn’t cope with workmen. 

“If people like Clive can’t be looked after in 
institutions they should be looked after in 
the community and they are not fulfilling 
that. I think there is a lapse of care here.” 

A spokesman for CDS Co-operatives said: 
“Mr Rundle was evicted following his refusal 
to remedy a breach of tenancy. 

“We attempted all routes to resolve this 
matter, but due to Mr Rundle’s persistent 
refusal to co-operate, a possession order was 
obtained through the county court. 

“Mr Rundle’s social worker was kept 
informed of the situation, and the co-opera¬ 
tive postponed the first eviction in order to 
allow Mr Rundle further time to apply for 
rehousing through Canterbury council.” 

Mr Rundle was evicted from his flat on 
Thursday, November 19. 

He has been classed as homeless by the 
council and has been offered a flat in 
Swalecliffe.

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Father's grief becomes 
a cry from the heart

A GRIEVING father has written 
a book about coping with the 
death of his teenage son and the 
tragic suicide of his ex-wife who 
could not face life without her boy. 

In his book, Losing James - A Father Cries 
Too, Michael Bollom gives a candid account of 
how he dealt with the double tragedy that 
tore his world apart. 

The 50-year-old, from Bearsted, near 
Maidstone, recalled the moment on 
December 4, 2005, that he found out his 16- 
year-old son James was dead. 

“I felt a complete numbness,” he said. “My 
life fell apart. I didn’t really know what was 
going on for those first few months.” 

James was killed in a car crash in 
Wateringbury, near Maidstone, a month 
short of his 17th birthday. He had been a pas¬ 
senger in a speeding car that went out of con¬ 
trol and hit an oncoming vehicle. 

Mr Bollom, a director of a manufacturing 
company in Sittingboume, said: “James died 
instantly. His side of the car took the full 
impact of the crash. Losing someone through 
the fault of somebody else feels even worse. 

“The driver was done for dangerous driving 
and was sentenced to two years and three 
months in prison, but some of that was spent 
on probation. The penalty didn’t seem to take 
into account that a life was lost.” 

But things got worse for Mr Bollom when, 
just three months after the fatal crash that 
killed his son, his ex-wife Samantha took her 
own life. 

“She couldn’t cope with life without James,” 
he said. “They had a very good relationship; 
they were best friends. She just couldn’t go on 
without him.” 

James shared his time between his par¬ 
ents, but spent the majority with his moth¬ 
er. 

Mr Bollom said: “Samantha and I had a 
good relationship. When she died it was like 
reliving the whole experience of James’s 
death again.” 

Asked whether he had considered suicide 
himself, Mr Bollom said: ‘When you lose a 
child, of course you think, What’s the point?’ 

But I was fortunate to have a strong network 
around me, including my wife of ten years. 

But Samantha felt she couldn’t carry on.” 

In his book, Mr Bollom talks about how he 
sought solace in the spiritual realm through 
a medium. He admitted that prior to the

tragedy he was sceptical about spiritual life, 
but now believes he would not have got 
through his grief without it. 

“It was able to show me that no matter 
what, James is always there,” he said. 

“There were things the medium knew that 
were so accurate, things only James and I 
would know. I talk about this in the book, but 
only as my opinion. I don’t want to preach to 
people about how to deal with their grief.” 


A main factor in Mr Bollom’s book is that it 
deals with the grief of a father. 

“It is rare for a book like this to be written 
by a man,” he said. 

“Most are written from a female perspec¬ 
tive, but I think it’s very important to see that 
fathers suffer too. 

“They have to carry on and be strong for 
others and in a way they have a harder job 
because they are trying to deal with their 
grief while carrying on as normal. It’s hard to 
see a mother grieving for a lost child, but at 
times fathers are somewhat forgotten when 
their grief is just as bad. 

“No parent should have to bury a child.” 

Money raised from sales of the book - 
which took 15 months to write - is going to a 
charity to help people dealing with bereave¬ 
ment. Mr Bollom said he was looking into 
which charity to choose. 

He added: “I miss James, we were close. He 
was best man at my wedding. He was always 
smiling and liked by everyone. There were 
450 people at his funeral, all of different ages. 

“Writing this book has helped me cope with 
his death. I hope it will help others who have 
lost someone close.”

Stargazers aim to 
reclaim the night 

DARKNESS at night is one of the things that 
defines the countryside, but that is rapidly 
declining and with it our views of the stars and 
planets. 

For eight years Anton Vamplew worked at 
the Royal Observatory in Greenwich. He now 
runs Planetarium Earth, a company dedicated 
to space and astronomy, from his home in 
Langton Green, near Tunbridge Wells. 

He said: “Responsible councils are getting 
better with their policies for preventing light 
pollution, but we have a long way to go. 

“Security lighting is a concern. I understand 
the need, but with a little effort the search- 
fights on private property, public buildings and 
business premises can be scaled down and 
reflected not to embrace the sky. It is a matter 
of education. 

“Campaigning has made a difference in 
some areas, but towns and cities will never get 
the views of the skies at night back.” 

Trevor Cannon, of the Mid Kent 
Astronomical Society, is among those cam¬ 
paigning for the return of dark skies. 

Deterioration 

He said: “Over 30 years’ study I have seen a 
big difference in the clarity of the sky at night. 
There has been a dramatic deterioration. We 
have to curb both fight and air pollution. There 
is law, but no-one seems to be imposing it.” 

Already the heart of the Milky Way is blotted 
out for more than half the UK population and 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) has data from satellites showing the 
fight pollution is spreading. 

Michael Smith, professor of astronomy at the 
University of Kent, said: “More than 300 
megawatts of power is wasted skywards from 
UK street fights and the annual cost is £100 
million.” 

It seems that many are still unaware that 
intrusive fighting is, since 2006, by law a 
statutory nuisance under the Environmental 
Protection Act. Exterior fight emitted from 
premises that is prejudicial to health or a nui¬ 
sance is a criminal offence. The CPRE cam¬ 
paign would like to see it used to raise aware¬ 
ness with discussion and mediation in the first 
place rather than court action. 

They also point out that the law clearly cites 
fights from premises so street fighting is ruled 
out, but they urge people to report other bad 
examples that are causing damage to environ¬ 
mental health officers.

Fewer stops and higher 
costs the price of speed? 

HIGH speed trains 
might cut journey 
times from 

Canterbury to 
London this week¬ 
end, but not every¬ 
body is happy. 

Commuters 
groups say the new 
fast lines to St 
Pancras will hit 
thousands of trav¬ 
ellers because there 
will be fewer stops 
Cannon Street. 

From Sunday, December 13, the high speed 
train service promises to cut train times for 
travellers, with travel between Canterbury 
and St Pancreas taking only an hour. 

But commuters travelling from Canterbury 
East and West to London will suffer from 18 
lost stops, including 13 less trains stopping at 
London Cannon Street and five less stops to 
London Bridge. 

The alternative to these will be to continue 
to St Pancras, but not without the extra cost. 

High speed trains are more than a third 
more expensive than current conventional 
lines. Normal rail lines are also set to see a rise 
in ticket cost of more than five per cent. 

Jo James, chief executive of the Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “The high speed 
rail line is a great opportunity and is as signif¬ 
icant as the opening of the Channel Tunnel. 

“There will be opportunity for businesses to 
relocate out of London and boost the local 
economy. It will be much easier for people to 
commute to London also.” 

But she conceded that commuters to Cannon 
Street may be displaced. She said: “In an ideal 
world all would be right but there are still 
some problems with the Canterbury service to 
Cannon Street.”

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Afghanistan: a soldier's tale 

How a Kent TV journalist brought an Army Captain’s memoirs to life

TWO of the most highly regarded 
books to come out of the conflict in 
Afghanistan recount the experi¬ 
ences of Captain Doug Beattie of 
the 1st Battalion Royal Irish Rifles. 

The Military Cross holder first put together 
an account of a ferocious battle against the 
Taliban to retake the town of Garmsir called 
An Ordinary Soldier. 

The News of the World called it “exhilarat¬ 
ing, bloody, moving and terrifying” while The 
Sunday Times said it was “a riveting read”. 

The follow up “Task Force Helmand” 
describes Capt Beattie’s return to the war- 
zone in the role of mentoring and training 
members of the Afghan National Police and 
Afghan National Army. 

But for a chance encounter in 2006 under¬ 
neath a camouflage net while waiting for a 
Hercules transport aircraft out of the British 
base Camp Bastion and the prompting of Capt 
Beattie’s wife Margaret, neither book would 
have seen the light of day. 

The man with the task of turning the 
Northern Irish officer’s notes and memories 
into bestseller material was Philip Gomm who 
met him while waiting to return to the UK after 
working as a cameraman in the combat zone. 

Mr Gomm, a former reporter with Meridian 
TV, who lives just outside Ashford, said: “I’d 
been filming for the ITV regions which include 
Meridian and I was on my way home. 

“I was waiting for a flight while sitting next 
to a chap with a battered and bruised face. It 
looked as though he had been involved in 
something very serious. 

‘We got talking and it turned out he’d fought a 
battle to retake Garmsir which should have last¬ 
ed two days but he was actually there for two 
weeks. Like all Irishmen he told a good story. 


“And it wasn’t just about Afghanistan. 
Doug had guarded ex Nazi leader Rudolph 
Hess in Spandau Prison and been a 
Regimental Sergeant Major under Iraq hero 
Tim Collins. 

“I said to him that during my 40 years of life 
I’d wanted to write a book but it had never 
happened as I’d never found the right subject. 

“Then I said that today looking at you I’ve 
found someone who I know people will find 
interesting - because I certainly do.” 

The pair exchanged contact details and Mr 
Gomm thought that well could be the end of 
any contact. 

But six months later he got an email from 
Capt Beattie. 

“It turned out that when he got home, back 
to Northern Ireland, Doug found he could not 
talk about his experiences to his wife - but he 
started to write them down so she could read 
them,” said Mr Gomm. 

“It was she who suggested he contacted the 
person who had said he was interested in writ¬ 


ing a book so I got a whole load of documents 
and notes to look at. 

“Doug is so candid, honest and emotional he 
is a dream for a writer. You don’t have to prise 
things out. He didn’t mind admitting he had 
cried and had nightmares about what he had 
seen and done. 

“In a broader way it was beneficial and 
cathartic for him to get things out. Other sol¬ 
diers returning from combat don’t have that 
outlet and can bottle up things. Five or ten 
years later that can cause real problems.” 

Three agents expressed interest in the book 
as did five publishers and it ended up selling - 
to date - around 60,000 copies. 

Capt Beattie was all set to leave the Army 
but then received a phone call. 

“This was in 2008 and his commanding offi¬ 
cer asked him to train some of the younger 
recruits and work with Afghan police and sol¬ 
diers,” said Mr Gomm. 

His experiences have just been published in a 
second book, in collaboration with Mr Gomm. 


It recounts 50 major engagements with the 
Taliban and horrific incidents such as the 
death of a child by a British mortar shell and 
how Afghan soldiers - working alongside UK 
forces - murdered a Taliban prisoner. 

It also recounts Afghan soldiers displaying 
the body parts of a suicide bomber as a warn¬ 
ing to other insurgents. 

Mr Gomm said: “I feel that Doug got harder 
on his second tour. The first time he took a life 
- in 2006 - it affected him deeply but he got 
hardened to it.” 

Capt Beattie is now retired from the Army 
but is still active in the Territorials and the 
British Legion in his home town of Portadown. 

He said: “I wrote what I wrote honestly from 
a soldiers’ point of view and Phil - who has 
never served in the military - did a brilliant 
job of turning it into a language people could 
understand.”

I might decide to start my day with sugar- 
coated toasted confectionery, or purchase a box 
of those brightly coloured things with marsh¬ 
mallow bits that make it difficult to concen¬ 
trate if you eat too many of them. 

Actually, they may have been banned now... 
the point is, I have a choice, and that’s just 
great. Choice is a popular thing; it allows us to 
assert our individuality through the medium 
of humorous ring tones, for example. 

In fact, having a choice, a say in who runs our 
country, is what our great democracy is built on. 

But is it always good to have a choice? 

Kent has been picked, along with some other 
counties, to pilot an NHS scheme which could 
take choice too far. 

The plan is to issue patients a cash card, 
loaded with x thousand pounds they can 


spend on health services of their choosing. 

The pilot is being run with pregnant women, 
who will be asked to pick what they want to 
spend their birth-budget on, instead of those 
meddling, fully-qualified, experienced profes¬ 
sionals doing it for them. Fantastic! 

But do pregnant women really need to feel in 
control of their own health budget? I would 
assume they already have quite a lot to think 
about, let alone taking on a temporary unpaid 
job as an NHS finance manager. 

Not being pregnant, or indeed, a woman, I 
don’t know. But what I do know is that if I am 
ill, particularly if it is something serious, I just 
want to go somewhere and be cured. 

I don’t want to choose my own treatment. I 
want a doctor to do that, because he is rather 
more likely to know what he’s doing. 

Yet if the pilot is deemed a success, then the 
cash cards could be rolled out for other groups 
- cancer patients, the elderly, the terminally ill. 

Professional medical staff have already lined 
up against the plan, with both the Royal 
College of Midwives and the King’s Trust 


arguing that similar schemes in Europe have 
led to misspent money which does nothing to 
improve patients’ health. 

Some groups, the young, the old, the mental¬ 
ly ill, may not be in the best position to correct¬ 
ly judge what treatment they need. 

And aside from the practical issues, there 
are serious moral questions here too. 

Who is ultimately responsible if the patient 
makes the wrong choice? The type one diabetes 
sufferer who decides to trust in homeopathic 
charlatans instead of taking insulin injections? 
Is it their fault their condition deteriorates? 

Sometimes choice is not what we need. 
Breakfast cereal? Yes. Elected representa¬ 
tives? Yes. Ringtones? If you really must. 

But when we are ill we just need to be confi¬ 
dent we are getting the best care possible, 
wherever we go, without the added stress of 
balancing a budget.

• I would like to take the opportuni¬ 
ty to reply to some of the comments 
made about Kent Refugee Help’s 
support for refugees living in Calais. 

I’d just like to point out how hard 
it can be to claim asylum in many 
countries of Europe, even if people 
want to. 

The question of why refugees 
seem to want to come to England is 
a complex one but is certainly con¬ 
nected to our reputation in the 
world as a major economic and polit¬ 
ical power as well as being a coun¬ 
try where it is possible for some 
migrants to achieve a better life. 

In my view we not only have a 
responsibility to many of the 
migrants at our borders but we 
should take pride that the UK is 
still seen as a place where people an 
find a welcome and can contribute 
to our society. 

Refugees and other migrants are 
often presented as being a burden 
on our society - the reality is quite 
different; their energy and drive 


contributes vastly to our economy 
and as most migrants are young 
and healthy they do not need or use 
the health service to any great 
extent. 

No asylum seeker is allowed to 
work however and the government 
supports them at a rate well below 
income support until their case is 
concluded - something that may 
take a period of years. 

The piece also includes some fac¬ 
tual inaccuracies about KRH - we 
have not received any money from 
the UN to support our work in 
Calais. The second inaccuracy is the 
frankly bizarre suggestion that we 
are drumming up business! 

You imply that supporting 
refugees is making us a good living. 
KRH, like so many groups support¬ 
ing disadvantaged groups, is very 
small, and most of us work unpaid. 
More importantly we, like most 
charity groups, are working to put 
ourselves out of business. 

It is a pleasure to have this chance 
to tell people a bit more about our¬ 
selves. The Kent Refugee Help, like 
other local organisations such as the 
Dover Detainee Support Group and 
the Kent Refugee Action Network, 
are keen that people understand the 
reality of what it is to be a refugee 
and we try our best to support the 
most vulnerable in our society.

Gerard now makes his 
own laws in Hollywood

WHEN Gerard Butler appeared on 
screen as King Leonidas in the 
stylised movie epic, 300, the world 
sat up and took notice. The fact he 
was sporting little more than a loin 
cloth and a six-pack no doubt 
helped the film gross more than 
$450 million at the box office, but it 
was also his commanding perform¬ 
ance that got audiences excited. 

Since the film’s release in 2007, the Scottish- 
born actor has gone on to star in the romantic 
drama, P.S. I Love You; Guy Ritchie’s gangster 
movie, RocknRolla; the romcom The Ugly 
Truth; and all-action flick Gamer. 

Such an eclectic mix of roles has proven 
Gerard’s chameleon-like quality and is one of 
the reasons he can now command a reported 
$15 million per movie. 

His box-office clout was a deciding factor in 
his choosing to produce, as well as star in, his 
latest movie, a crime thriller called Law 
Abiding Citizen. 

“There comes a time when you get a lot more 
say in which movies are going to be made, so 
then you want to be a little more involved and 
get some credit for it,” says Gerard, his 
Scottish accent still intact despite being based 
in Los Angeles for most of the year. 

He’s wearing jeans and a leather jacket, 
which he removes during the interview to 
reveal a long-sleeved T-shirt which hints at the 
impressive physique that made his name. 

Candid, chatty and prone to swearing inter¬ 
mittently, he’s just turned 40 but looks five 
years younger.

In Law Abiding Citizen, Gerard plays Clyde 
Shelton, an honest, upstanding family man 
whose life is left in tatters when his wife and 
daughter are brutally murdered. 

Starring opposite him is Oscar-winning 
Jamie Foxx who plays Nick Rice, a young and 
ambitious prosecutor. 

When Nick cuts a deal that spares one of the 
killers from death row, it proves a catalyst for 
Clyde to seek vengeance on the legal system 
and everyone who has let him down. 

Gerard first came across the story for Law 
Abiding Citizen when a script-writer cornered 
him and begged him to read his script. 

The story may have been pretty raw but 
Gerard recognised its potential. 

“It was two years of slowly but surely getting 


this thing going and working on the script and 
developing it,” he says. 

“I had so much to do about how the story 
turned out and in actual fact some of the mis¬ 
takes that were made were the few areas 
where I didn’t stand up for myself, where I felt 
I wish I had believed in myself more there and 
trusted my gut.” 

He catches himself before divulging what 
these mistakes were, although he does reveal, 
“positions were filled but tasks weren’t fulfilled”. 

“That caused the movie to take a lot longer 
to be made and cost a lot more money than it 
should have. The strange thing is, when it all 
came together, every possibility had been 
analysed a thousand times over, so it felt like 
it made the movie stronger in the end.”

AT THE CENTRE: There's plenty to see and do in France's third largest city including great food and designer shopping

GARISH pink and silver curtains 
drew open, drums rolled and out 
came the dancing girls. A moment 
later the compeer asked the audi¬ 
ence (in French): 'anyone here from 
Pas de Calais?’ Hands went up 
accompanied by cheers. 'Strangers 
bienvenus’ - welcome strangers - 
he chuckled. 

Strangers? We were enjoying a 
dinner/cabaret at La Palace Prestige, av du 
People Beige, (think mini Moulin Rouge) in 
Lille, located in Northern France, bordering 
Belgium. It’s a hop and a skip from Pas De 
Calais and a 40-minute dash from Calais by 
car, yet for the Lilloise, anywhere outside the 
city limits is a different country 

Twenty years ago it was a run-down indus¬ 
trial town but a group of companies including 
Auchan and Le Redout funded a city-wide 
face-lift to reveal a quaint, cobbled, medieval 
city with a distinct Flemish flavour that per¬ 
meates everything from local Chiti dialect (‘sh’ 
sounds and rolling Vs), white beers that taste 
like Belgian Hoegaarden, estaminets (Flemish 
style restaurants serving rustic Flemish food) 
to beautiful Flemish renaissance architecture. 

The best example is at Grand’Place (aka 
Place du General du Gaul who was bom here 
in 1890). The 17th century Vieille Bourse is a 
quadrangle of 24 ornate houses surrounding a 
courtyard where trading took place. Note the 
cute chubby chembs and saucy female forms. 

Second-hand book and flower sellers gather 
daily beneath the cloisters while groups of 
chess players meet (if you fancy a game, take 


a seat) for daily tournaments. 

Lille - France’s third largest city after Paris 
and Lyon - is famous for designer shopping. 
Hermes, Louis Vuiton and Lacoste have taken 
root in me de la Grande Chaussee mingling 
with smaller boutiques in Lille’s oldest street, 
rue de la Monnaie. Printemps (think 
Debenhams) is on me Nationale and the soul¬ 
less Euralille shopping mall by the Eurostar 
terminal offers 150 shops. 

Eating out in Lille is a joy. Michelin starred A 
l’Huitriere, rue des Chats Bossus, is a 
favourite. At its front is a fish shop that thinks 
it’s an art gallery - art-deco style with splendid 
mosaics of fishermen at work. The restaurant 
at the rear offers fish dishes such as its signa¬ 
ture dish of turbot in potato cmst with butter. 

If it’s tea-time, there’s no better place than 
Meert patisserie, on me Esquermoise. Its fili¬ 
gree interior leads the way into a coffee shop 
where they serve their feted waffles (gauffres) 
filled with sweet Madagascar vanilla. Charles 
de Gaulle would buy a box or two of them to 
present as gifts to visiting dignitaries. 


You can find out more about Charles de 
Gaulle at the Musee Natale du General de 
Gaul museum, 9 me de Princesse. This was 
his former childhood home and as well as 
insights into what made him tick, you’ll see 
the room he was bom, his cot and even the 
robe in which he was baptised. Just around 
the comer is the St Etiene church where baby 
de Gaulle got to wear it. 

Don’t miss the Palais des Beaux-Arts at 
Place de la Republique. Second only to the 
Louvre in Paris, this magnificent building 
houses prestigious collections of paintings, 
sculptures and ceramics. Allow two hours to 
enjoy works by Donatello (in particular the 
Feast of Herod sculpture), Toulouse-Lautrec, 
Rubens, Rodin and Delacroix and the impossi¬ 
bly romantic The Kiss by Carolus-Duan. 

Perhaps more compelling is the factoiy stores 
at L’Usine. More than 200 brands are on sale at 
70 per cent off retail prices. Best buys are at the 
Delsey luggage store, at Valery Bijoux for dis¬ 
counted jewellery and watches by designers 
Guess, Diesel and Dolce & Gabbana.

Builders to focus on 
houses as demand 
falls for apartments 

BARRATT Developments is to focus on 
building houses rather than apartments, 
in response to lenders’ preferences. 

The group’s chief executive, Mark 
Clare, says the company will build what 
it knows it can sell and in the case of 
apartments, lenders are making life dif¬ 
ficult for mortgage borrowers by asking 
for deposits of 25 per cent. 

The oversupply of new-build apart¬ 
ments in the UK’s city centres has been 
causing problem for banks and building 
societies since the onset of the credit cri¬ 
sis, with evidence that some properties 
were deliberately overvalued in large- 
scale mortgage scams. 

Downturn 

Buy-to-let investors in particular were 
encouraged into the market and since 
the property downturn, some apart¬ 
ments have lost 50 per cent of their 
value. 

The company has also revealed that 
overall its private reservation rates per 
site have been running 34 per cent 
ahead of last year. 

Furthermore, cancellations were down 
to 13 per cent for the period July 1 to 
November 8 2009, compared with 23.7 
per cent in the same period of 2008. 

Lettings company is 
ready to expand its 
internet business 

LETTINGSEARCH.CO.uk has 
announced it is set for further expansion 
across the UK’s major towns and cities. 

The firm, which claims to be the coun¬ 
try’s largest lettings-only portal, has 
secured increased funding to back a sub¬ 
stantial expansion of its agent and ten¬ 
ant base over the next six months.

There's light at the end 
of tunnel, say agents

LEADING estate agents Strutt & 
Parker revealed a sharp drop in prof¬ 
its in its first results since converting 
to limited liability partnership status 
in May 2008. 

Profits available to partners dropped 79 per cent 
from £16 million in 2008 to £3.3 million. Revenue 
was down by a quarter, from £86.3 million to £64.9 
million. 

However, the first six months of the current 
financial year have shown an improvement. The 
firm made a profit of £4.8 million, compared to 
£500,000 at the half-year stage last year. 

The company also says the better economy, as 
well as the significant saving it has made, should 
go some way towards recovering its performance, 
especially as the market appears to be regaining 
some level of optimism 

Senior partner Andy Martin said: “The year to 
April 30 we view as very much history, particular¬ 
ly as we have seen a good improvement in our 
recent results in particular the London residential 
team which has reported its strongest trading 
month ever in September. 

“We, along with our competitors, faced a very 
tough trading environment with transactional 
business slowing for the last quarter of ’08 and 
first quarter of ’09. However, as with all diverse 
businesses, some parts performed exceptionally 
well whereas other parts struggled. 

“Significant cost reductions and efficiencies 
were made during the year to adjust operating 
costs and these mean that as a firm we have a 
better platform for this market to enable us to 
continue to improve profitability. 

“In financial terms, although it is too early to 
call the end of what has been the sharpest decline 
in values in living memory, the 2009/10 financial 
year has started better, with all areas of the busi¬ 
ness ahead of budgets at the six-month stage. We 
have maintained a high profile in our markets 
and have continued to build teams in important 
new areas of the business.” 



Sharp rise in empty homes 'reflects deprivation' 



ACCORDING to the latest Halifax Empty 
Homes Survey, the number of private homes 
empty for at least six months soared by nine per 
cent during the year to April 2008. 

The figure went up to 303,285, a level not seen 
since April 2003. The bank said the latest figures 
mean that 1.6 per cent of all privately-owned 
properties in England were empty. 

Furthermore, the Halifax said when homes 
unoccupied for less than six months were includ¬ 
ed in the total, the figure rose to 613,270. 

Properties are classed as being empty if they 
have been vacant for more than six months 


because they are between occupants, undergoing 
modernisation, or in disrepair. 

And the Halifax highlighted levels of depriva¬ 
tion were typically higher in areas that had a 
high proportion of vacant properties. 

Suren Thiru, of the Halifax, said: “It is concern¬ 
ing that there are more than 300,000 private 
homes in England that have been empty for 
more than six months and the number has 
increased, following several years of decline. 

“Often, high levels of long-term empty homes 
reflect relatively high levels of deprivation, low 
average earnings and high unemployment.”

Would-be Toyota RAV4 and Honda CR-V 
buyers should also check it out for the ace up 
its sleeve - a no-cost option of two extra 
though basic seats. 

While I could not test it, the Mitsi’s various 
drive options should outclass the above rivals 
in gentle off-roading too. 

The driver can lock the car in front-wheel 
drive for economy, though this allows scrab¬ 
bling if you accelerate too enthusiastically on 
damp or loose surfaces. 

So the preferred default is ‘4WD auto’ - fixed 
format with most ‘soft-roaders’ - which is 
essentially front-wheel drive too, but rear 
wheels automatically add drive and grip if a 
loss of traction is sensed at the front; ‘4WD 
Lock’ does what it says, locking drive to all four 
wheels for muddy tracks, fields or snowfalls. 

Like most 4x4s though, Outlander owners 
will rarely ask it to flex its muscles, so simply 
being a classy drive is a big plus; body roll is 
well controlled for a high vehicle and the car 
grips and rides with great composure. 

It is also a handy MPV too with plenty of 
stowage and a serious cargo area when all rear 
seats are folded - this is also easily loaded via 
a split tailgate. 


CURIOUS how two generations of 
Mitsubishi Outlander have suited 
the name in contrasting ways. 

The original (2004-07) probably invented the 
term ‘crossover’ by mixing off-roader and 
chunky estate, but was doomed to be an ‘out¬ 
lander’ with UK buyers - a dipsomaniac 2.0- 
litre petrol engine was the only power option. 

However, its successor fits the Outlander 
name as Mitsubishi intended, suggesting suit¬ 
ability for life in the country or on the frontier. 

It is also offered with two diesel options as 
well as another thirsty petrol unit, which we’ll 
ignore after this. 

The 2.0 DI-D SE (£19,999 and entry model 
for range) test car has a proven 140bhp VW 
diesel that can be coarse under acceleration, 
but pulls well and cruises smoothly thanks to 
a slick six-speed Tdox. 

The alternative is a 154bhp 2.2-litre and I 
know this is impressive too, having tried it in 
the Mitsi’s Citroen C-Crosser and Peugeot 
4007 cloned sisters. 

The 2.0-litre Mitsubishi is the cheapest 
diesel though, starting at £19,999 and now 
with more standard kit.

No moaning from Munday

Will membership price 
hike win Kent 'Friends'?

CHANGES to the membership 
packages at Kent ahead of the 
2010 season have polarised opin¬ 
ion among supporters. 

For the most comprehensive package - 
member, friend and car - supporters will 
now have to shell out £400, a 68 per cent 
rise on last year’s package, although the 
new deal does include entrance to all eight 
home games in the group stages of the 
Friends Provident Twenty20 Cup. 

Benefits 

The club’s new ‘Friends of Kent Cricket’ 
scheme allows supporters to build their 
own package with the base rate of £60 cou¬ 
pled with, for example, all County 
Championship matches covered by a £40 
add-on fee. 

The benefits of full membership are not 
available unless all the add-ons are pur¬ 
chased, however, and even for those sup¬ 
porters who pay the full £400, there is no 
‘country membership’, which previously 
allowed Kent supporters entry to other 
county grounds. 

Students have been hit hard by the 
changes, with membership increasing from 
£50 in 2009 to £150 for the new season.

Gate prices have risen too, with entrance to 
40-over Sunday League and Twenty20 
matches costing £25. 

Acting chief executive, Jamie Clifford, 
said: “We have tried to listen to what peo¬ 
ple have been saying, and that was things 
‘like we want to see Twenty20 as part of the 
membership’ because that is what 21st 
century cricket is about. 

“We had to recognise that wasn’t for 
everyone, so we have come up with the 
Friends of Kent Cricket scheme which 
allows people to tailor their own package. 

“The gate prices have gone up and that 
means they have gone up across all areas 
accordingly and that’s a reflection of two 
things - where we are priced against other 
sporting attractions and entertainment, so 
we have aligned our prices with those com¬ 
peting attractions. 

“We have total confidence that what we 
offer is as good as it gets.” 

Meanwhile, Clifford has indicated he 
would like the job as chief executive on a 
full-time basis and hopes to prove he is the 
man for the role in the coming months. 

He said: “Anybody who is given the oppor¬ 
tunity that I have been given should think 
long and hard about the opportunity it 
presents them. 

“With the energy, enthusiasm and vision I 
have for the club, I think I have a lot to offer. 

“It’s up to the club to determine where 
those skills best fit, but I want to do the job 
long-term, there’s no doubt about that. I 
think it would be wrong to say any different.”
